A YORK COUNTY RALLYING FORCE 


Encouraged by the enthusiasm shown in observance of 
York County’s 300th anniversary, there was organized last 
year a codperative body pledged to promote the industrial, 
agricultural, recreational, civie and social interests of this 
area, the oldest County in Maine. 


The name given this organization is the Development 
Association for York County. Officers were chosen and a 
governing board elected in whose membership every one of 


the twenty-six towns and two cities has a representative. 


Illustrated pamphlets and folders, describing York 
County’s historical attractions, its industries, educational 
institutions, summer resorts, farming opportunities, its 
friendliness to tourists and to honie seekers, will be issued 
from the Association’s headquarters. 


The Town of Buxton heartily indorses this movement. 
Any inquiry addressed to the Association’s office in Bidde- 
ford will receive prompt and courteous attention. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT BUXTON 
Gleaned from Historical Records 


February 22, 1733-4, dates the separate legal existence 
of Narragansct No. 1, now Buxton. On that day Philemon 
Dane and his one hundred and nineteen associates became 
the legal proprietors of this town. 

On the 24th of November, 1735, the ownership of lands 
in this town by individuals began. 

The settlement of Narraganset No. 1 had actually begun 
in 1742, “there were probably not more than eight or ten 
houses in town, and these must have been made of logs as 
there was then no saw-mill.” | 

The mecting-house, being the first one in town, was built 
between the 20th of October, 1742, and the 18th of April, 
1743. It was probably built as directed by the vote before 
mentioned, namely, “thirty feet Long & Twenty five feet 
wide & nine feet stud of hune Timber & the Roof to be 
borded & Short Shingled.” 

A garrison was built at Salmon Falls prior to May 1, 
1744, and a meeting-house had been built, but not glazed. 

The year 1750 is an important one in our annals. from 
it dates the permanent settlement and continuous history 
of this town. On May 8th of this year a meeting was held 
in Rowley. The only business done was to vote that there 
should be preaching here forthwith, and to appoint a-com- 
mittee “to treat with m* timothy White or Some other 
worthy Gen"man to Preach with the Inhabitants of the 
Narraganset township no:1: as Soon as may be so that the 
Said Inhabitants Shall not be Destitute of the Publick 
Worship of god in Said place: the Said Com“ to agree 
with a preach" for Six months time.” 

Mr. White was the first minister employed by the 
proprietors to preach in this town. 

At a meeting held October 10, 1750, a committee was 
appointed ‘to prefer a Petition to the Town of bidedford 
Desiring Said Town to clear & make a good Passable Cart

Road from Biddeford up to the Narraganse Township no: 
1:” From this we learn that there was then no such road 
from here to Saco. 

On May 29, 1754, a meeting was held and the following 
vote was passed: ‘‘Voted that m*™ William Hancock Shall 
have Eight Pounds paid him upon his building a fort or 
Garrison at the Township Afores* Said fort or Garrison to 
be forty feet square bilt with Pillasaders or Stockades 
three feet & one half in the ground & ten feet above the 
Ground & Said Stockades to be Sett Double & a Good 
flanker or watch box at two opposite Corners of Said fort: 
& Said fort or Garrison to (be) built in twenty Days from 
y° date hereof: & to be Sett where the inhabitants ving on 
the northerly Side of the Swamp Shall See cause to Sett 
the Same the Expence to be paid by the Generall” (the 
proprietors ). 

This fort stood upon the highest point of lot 11, range 
b, first division, at Pleasant Point. 


The Narragansett Plantation was incorporated the 
seventeenth town of the district of Maine, July 14, 1772, 
and, given the name of Buxton at the suggestion of Rev. 
Paul Coffin, who was the first settled minister in this 
town. 


The first Town Meeting Warrant is dated May 6, 1773, 
calling the first town meeting at 10 o’clock on Monday, 
May 24, 1778. 

In the 1780’s the Town of Buxton voted to sell the 
salmon fishing privileges in the Saco River to the highest 
bidder. 

The first bridge at Salmon Falls was built in 1791 by 
subscription. The first subscriber was John Woodman, 
who gave $4.00 cash and 5 gals. N. E. Rum. 

In 1792 there were within the town 59 ratable polls 
between the ages of sixteen and twenty-one years and 246 
above that age, 29 not ratable, and 1 pauper, making 335 
in all. The town also contained 91 dwellings, 156 barns, 
10 shops, 2 tanneries, 3 manufactories of potash, 3 grist 
mills and 7 saw mills. 
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The first mills on the Saco River, above Salmon Falls, 
were built at Moderation Falls in 1795 and those at The 

3ar shortly after. 

The first post office was established at the lower corner. 
Paul Coffin, Jr., was appointed postmaster. 

Salmon Falls takes its name from having been, in early 
times, the chief resort for salmon fishing. 

Bar Mills, formerly called ‘‘the bar,” is so named from 
the bar of rock which at this point extends entirely across 
the river. 

West Buxton was formerly called Moderation Falls, a 
name which sprung from the moderate flow of water over 
the falls there.

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STATE STATUTES FOR REGISTRATION 
AND LICENSING OF DOGS 


- Sec. 2, R. S., c. 5, 158, amended. 


Section 158 of chapter 5 of the revised statutes is hereby 
amended by striking out the whole of the 1st paragraph 
and inserting in place thereof the following: 

“On or before 1st day of April each year the owner or 
keeper of any dog 6 months old or over shall apply to the 
city or town clerk either orally or in writing for a license 
for each such dog owned or kept by him. Such application 
shall state the breed, sex, age, color and markings of such 
dogs and the name and address of the last previous owner. 

A fee of $1 shall be paid the city or town clerk for 
each license issued on male dogs, and a fee of $5 shall be 
paid for all female dogs capable of bearing young. All 
female dogs shall be considered capable of producing young 
unless accompanied by a certificate from a_ licensed 
veterinary stating that such female was made uncapable of 
bearing young by spaying by him. When such certificate 
accompanies the application a fee of $1 shall then be paid 
on such spayed females. In addition to the amount paid 
for license and metal tag each applicant shall pay the city 
or town clerk 15 cents for recording and making returns to 
the commissioner of agriculture. 

Such licenses shall be made in triplicate, the original 
copy shall be mailed to the commissioner of agriculture, 1 
copy given the person applying for the license, and 1 copy 
retained by the city or town clerk. 

A metal tag showing the year such license is issued and 
bearing such other data as the commissioner of agriculture 
may prescribe shall be given with each license and must be 
securely attached to a leather or metal collar which must 
be worn at.all times by the dog for which the license was 
issued and it shall be unlawful for any person to remove 
such tag or to place either collar or tag on any dog not 
described or for which the license was not issued. 
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Returns showing all licenses issued by the city or town 
clerks together with a correct report showing the total 
number of dogs in ‘both sexes’ found by the city or town 
assessors shall be made to the commissioner of agriculture 
not later than the 1st day of May each year. 

All license blanks and metal tags shall be furnished by 
the commissioner of agriculture, and the expense for the 
same shall constitute a legal charge against moneys 
received for dog licenses.”

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School Report 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Buxton: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


The Education Bill presented before the last regular 
session of legislature failed to become a law. However, at 
the special session held in October, the State equalization 
fund was increased by $200,000.00. This measure pro- 
vides assistance for the poorer communities, where ade- 
quate support for the schools is no longer possible. Not- 
withstanding a school rate and a municipal rate higher 
than the average for the State. This year the average of 
school rates is .01243; the average of municipal rates is 
.05736. The school rate for Buxton is .00777; the munici- 
pal rate is .042. 

The towns in this union are in such good financial condi- 
tion that they will not receive any assistance from school 
equalization. The largest amounts will be paid towns with 
the greatest financial need. 

The law in regard to allocation of equalization is as fol- 
lows: Available equalization shall be apportioned to towns 
wherein a rate of taxation considerably in excess of the 
average rate for the State fails to produce a school revenue 
sufficient to secure a reasonable standard of educational 
efficiency and no town shall receive an apportionment 
unless its municipal tax rate shall be in excess of a rate 
which is 3 mills less than the average of for all the towns 
of the State. The principle is considered right to aid the 
towns in the greatest financial difficulty. Yet we fail to 
receive any help in maintaining a minimum program. It 
is hoped that increased support for all schools will be 
secured at the next session of legislature. 

| REPAIRS 

New Draper shades have been purchased for the 

William ©. Webster and the Duck Pond Schools. These 


shades are much more satisfactory than the cheaper shades 
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in durability and in appearance, with only a slight dif- 
ference in cost. | 

Two buildings have been painted this year, the Bar 
Mills and Duck Pond buildings. It is very satisfactory to 
note the improved appearance of these buildings. It is a 
wise policy to keep our buildings in a good state of repair. 
Buildings that are neglected soon deteriorate and become 
unsightly in appearance, then repairs are costly. 

Bar Mitits FENcE 

The Bar Mills fence was broken down and so unsightly 
that it was decided to replace this fence with one which 
would be more permanent. Estimates were secured in 
regard to the cost of woven wire and chain link fences. It 
was found that these fences were expensive to buy and put 
up, and then there would be considerable expense for 
upkeep. Unless given considerable attention, these fences 
will sag and rust and become unsightly in a short time. 

It was decided to build a fence of pine boards with cedar 
posts treated with creosote. The work was done in a very 
satisfactory manner. A strong fence has been built which 
will be much more durable than a wire fence. 

The overdraft in the elementary school account was due ~ 
largely to the increased cost of conveyance. We had been 
paying more to transport the pupils to the Salmon Falls 
School, and then this fall at Bar Mills it was found to be 
necessary to put on a school bus to convey a large group of 
pupils from two different routes. Buxton is a large town, 
yet we have escaped large conveyance costs which many 
towns have encountered where they are driving town- 
owned buses. 

Hieu ScHoor 
Hatension Course in Agriculture 

At present a unit extension course of one-half day a 
week is given under the direction of the University of 
Maine. Mr. Milton Bradford of Limington Academy is 
teaching this course in agriculture. There are 19 students 
enrolled in this course and much interest is manifested in 
the work. There will be no cost to the town for this course, 
the cost of which is paid by a State subsidy. 
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As a result of this course, questions have arisen in 
regard to the possibility of a course in agriculture in the 
High School. It always seems advisable to have a full-time 
teacher, and two-thirds of the salary of a full-time teacher 
is the amount paid by State and Federal subsidies. Many 
towns in the State have taken advantage of these subsidies 
to offer courses in agriculture, which also provide training 
in shop work. There is additional cost for classrooms, text- 
books and equipment. 


New Subjects in the High School 


Another year it is considered desirable to make the fol- 
lowing changes in the course of study: To offer a course 
in vocational civics the first year in place of ancient his- 
tory; then in the second year a course in world history in 
place of medieval and modern history. It is considered 
that this text will furnish a sufficient background of his- 
tory for the needs of the average student. A study of 
industries and vocations is very essential today. The text- 
book which we have used is very helpful and will provide 
units of knowledge of the different professions and some 
work in guidance, which most schools are giving today, and 
which is regarded as having an important place in the 
course of study. 

The Town of Buxton has given excellent support to our 
schools for many years with liberal appropriations. While 
many towns have found it necessary to cut down in sup- 
port of schools, we have been favored in our resources and 
have made definite progress. All of our buildings have 
_ been standardized and in an excellent condition of repair 
and upkeep, and money has been appropriated for the very 
important work of the school clinic. We appreciate the 
support and codperation which has made all of these 
accomplishments possible, and enabled us to employ our 
efficient teaching force.

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Report of School Clinic at Buxton-Hollis 
Hospital 


The Dental Clinics, conducted by the Buxton-Hollis 
Hospital last year, were well attended. 

Seventy-two different children were examined and had 
teeth cleaned, besides fifty-seven extractions and six fill- 
ings. ‘his was a slight increase over last year. Work 
amounting to approximately two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars was done for the children of Buxton in the Dental 
Clinie. 

Ten tonsil and adenoid operations were performed dur- 
ing the year at an estimated cost of two hundred dollars. 
Treatment amounting to twenty-five dollars was given to 
several different children in the schools. 

Free-bed service was well patronized in the last year. 
Seven people took advantage of this service which, other- 
wise, would have been a total expense to the town of two 
hundred and seventy dollars. 

We are very appreciative of the services rendered by 
Dr. Owen, Dr. Baker and Dr. Howard Sapiro of Sear- 
boro, in behalf of the hospital. Last year the hospital lost 
a valuable friend in the death of Dr. Abbott of Water- 
boro. His patronage and assistance at all times was of 
inestimable value. 

Among our many friends, we especially wish to thank 
the L. L. Clark Lumber Co., King’s Daughters of the 
River Road, Sunshine Society of West Hollis, Keep
